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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner maintains that Juzswik et al, 
Hardman et al and Harm et al teach/suggest the claimed limitations. In addition, in response to applicant's argument that, "Given the 
nature of the invention, the character and reasonableness of the evidence provided in the affidavit coupled with the comparatively short 
time between the date of October 9, 2001 and the October 22, 2003 is evidence of diligent reduction to practice." (see pages 11-12, of the 
amendment filed on 1 1/28/2005), applicant's are respectfully directed to MPEP 715.07(a) and MPEP 2138.06 regarding what is required to 
show diligence. In particular, MPEP 715.07(a) begins, "Where conception occurs prior to the date of the reference, but reduction to 
practice is afterward, it is not enough merely to allege that applicant or patent owner had been diligent." and "Rather, applicant must show 
evidence of facts establishing diligence." In this case, applicant's are alleging that they were diligent because of the comparatively short 
time period between 10/9/2001 and 10/22/2003, but have not provided any evidence of facts establishing diligence (i.e., evidence of what 
actions were taken by applicants between 10/9/2001 and 10/22/2003).
